“States which make it possi­ 
ble for the terror organizations 
to organize and perpetrate acts 
of terror bear the responsibility 
for aggession, a responsibility 
which they cannot disclaim," he 
said.

raid was in retaliation for the 
Arab terrorist attack on an El 
Al airliner at Athens airport 
Thursday. Greek authorities are 
holding two Palestinian guerril­ 
las who lived in Lebanon for the 
grenade and automatic rifle at­ 
tack on the plane, which killed 
one Israeli passenger.

T aiwan 'Makes Hay' in Àfrica 


A chang e in the field of dip lomacy inv olv ing 
Africa has been noted recently . It seems that 
Nationalist China, not Communist China, now is 
winning new friends among the new nations of 
Africa. 
An obv ious indication of this shift can be seen 
In the v otes of the United Nations on the admis­ 
sion of Red China to the U N. In 196 0, nine Afri­ 
can countries v oted to seat Communist China 
ind only two op p osed it. Last month, 15 African 
countries v oted for Red China while 20 op p osed 
It. 


AND THIS VOTE was in the face of ex tensiv e 
efforts by Red China to win friends in Africa. 
But while Peking , with its g reater resources, 
has used its aid funds on larg e p restig e p ro­ 
jects. such as the 1.000-mile-long railroad link­ 
ing Zambia and Tanzania, the Nationalists hav e 


won more friends by sending some 450 farming 
ex p erts in ag ricultural teams to 19 countries. 
They also p rov ide technical aid in the fields of 
p ublic health, fishing , food p rocessing , civ il 
aeronautcis. education, hig hway dev elop ment 
and water conserv ation. 
Consequently today 14 African nations hav e 
dip lomatic relations with Red China while 21 
hav e relations with Nationalist China.

In this comp etition between the two China's, 
the West stands to benefit immeasurably from 
the success of Nationalist China.

Reappraisin g School Fin an cing 


W o o dr o w W. Zinser, sup erintendent of 
Young stown schools, has p inp ointed a major 
p oint of damag e in the closing of that city ’s 
schools a month ag o when op erating cash ran 
out. 
“ The faith of y oung sters has been deep ly 
shaken,” he said. “ Most children are up set be­ 
cause their education has been taken away 
Irom them.” 
While the lack of learning op p ortunity has 
some imp act on the children, at least it can be 
made up p artially by ex tra study ing and ex tra 
school day s. 
The feeling in the minds of y oung sters that 
they hav e been let down by the p eop le and their 
teachers is far more subtle and lasting . 
For some, it is their first taste of failure of 
“ the sy stem” and may be the first step toward 


a lack of resp ect for the adult world and ev en­ 
tual alienation. 
The p roblem, of course, is that money for op ­ 
eration has to be v oted by tax p ay ers who feel 
they are already ov erburdened. 
The time is at hand when a reap p raisal of the 
school financial structure by state leg islators 
can no long er be av oided. 
The federal g ov ernment collects about two- 
thirds of all tax es but the fastest-g rowing area 
of tax ation is at the state and local lev el. 
State-local rev enues hav e climbed 79 p ei cent 
within a decade comp ared to a 54 p er cent hike 
by the federal g ov ernment. 
Whatev er it takes, whether it is tax reform or 
a new method of collection, lawmakers need to 
turn attention to school financing at the earliest 
p ossible moment.

T h e Go al o f Racial Equaliy 


R o be r t H. Finch, secretary -desig nate if 
Health, Education and Welfare, has sp elled out 
in broad terms how his dep artment will deal 
with the nation’s strug g le for racial equality . 
His desig nation of racial equality as a nation­ 
al g oal is in keep ing with America's hig hest 
Ideals. Also of imp ortance is his p oint warning 
to Neg ro ex tremists that the g ov ernment will 
not be intimidated by their actions. 


HE SAID: *T find that many of these so- 
called militants hav e a v ery narrow constituen­ 
cy .” 
Mr. Finch was ex tremely candid in referring 
to the Neg ro role in the Rep ublican driv e to win 
the White House. 
"It is p erfectly clear that we hardly owe our 
« lection to the Neg ro community ,” he said. But 
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hia p ositiv ism showed throug h in further re­ 


marks.” “ In a way we g et a kind of freedom out 
of this in terms of op tions because we can deal 
directly with this p roblem without any hint of 
p olitical oblig ation.” 
Also on a p ositiv e note, he p roclaimed: “ I 
hop e our p rog rams can be g eared to the re­ 
sp onsible members of all these minority com­ 
munities.” 


Mr. Finch, in what must be an encourag ing 
sig n to Neg ro leaders who hav e had their 
doubts about the new administration, said h« is 
p lanning to meet with them and discuas these 
questions: “O.K., where do we start, how do we 
g et at these p roblems, what has worked and 
what hien’t worked?” 


IT IB QUITE OBVIOUS that many thing s 
hav e no worked. Ev aluating and rev ising w’ll 
be a tremendous job, but that is the p lace to 
start. 


Wilh no p olitical debts to p ay and a national 
g oal of racial harmony to g uide it, the new ad- 
ministration in Washing ton can m ow in on th« 
urban crisis with confidence and realistic objec­ 
tiv ity . 
In its op p osition to militantg and its dedica­ 
tion to building p ermanent bridg es to equality 
and dig nity , the incoming administration will 
hav e the sup p ort of a majorty of Americans. 


How litt.e the Europ ean p ress understands 
the American p olitical sv stem was emp hasized 
when many v newsp ap ers in v arious countries 
abroad stresssed the fact that p resident-elect 
Nix on did not ap p oint either a Democrat or • 
woman or a Neg ro to his cabinet. 
These ‘omissions,” of course, were mentioned 
on telev ision and radio and in the p ress of this 
country but it also was p ointed out as a matter 
of news that Mr. Nix on had asked Sen. Edward 
Brooke, Rep ublican of Massachusetts, a Neg ro, 
to become a member of the cabinet, and that 
h« declined. 
IN THE RECENT ELECTION, 12 p er cent of 
the Neg roes, according to the p ollsters, v oted 
for Nix on. 
Th« theory that there must be rep resentation 
hi the cabinet not only from the op p osite p oliti­ 
cal p artv but also from ev erv relicious or eth­ 
nic or racial g roup fails to take into account the 
basic p rincip les of p arty g ov ernment in the 
United States. 
Certainly no p arliamentary sy stem p uts into 
the cabinet p ersons from another p olitical p arty 
un'ess the two p arties hav e formed a coalition 
at the p olls. 
There was a time when a p resident could not 
p ick a cabinet without g iv ing weig ht to arg u­ 
ments of p oliticians in ev ery section of the 
country who felt that their area should be rep ­ 
resented. 
Mr. Nix on’s manner of choosing his cabinet 
—thoug h fully rep orted inside the United States 
—reflects a fundamental chang e which escap ed 
the attention of foreig n observ ers. 
He tried, 
first of all. to g et p ersons who are cap able and 
who are in sy mp athy with the p rincip les p ro­ 
claimed during the last camp aig n in his v ariouj 
sp eeches and in the p ap ers p rep ared by many 
“ task force« .’* 
Nex t, he soug ht indiv iduals who are ex p eri­ 
enced in certain fields which are nowaday s di­ 
rectly or indirectly Inv olv ed with g ov ernmental 
action. 
Basically It was, ex p erience in business or in 
the p rofessions and sp ecial knowledg e on ques­ 
tions of p ublic p olicy which broug ht the cabi­ 
net ap p ointees to the attention of the p residents 
elect 
Doubtless if Mr. Nix on had turned away from 
some esp ecially qualified men, he mig ht hav e 
found a woman who cou’d hav e filled a cabinet 


p ost. Presidents Johnson and Kenneay did not 
name a woman to their cabinets, althoug h 
President Eisenhower ap p ointed one to head 
the Dep artment oi Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, and President Roosev elt named a woman 
to be secretary of labor. 
Politics, of course, nev er ceases to be * 
p rime consideration with any p resident. Mr. 
Nix on is fortunate in hav ing in his cablne a 
former attorney g eneral, William P. Rog ers, 
who has been activ e in p olitics in the Rep ubli­ 
can p arty , and also Rep . Melv in Laird, who 
was one of the leaders of the Rep ublican p arty 
in the House. 
When p olitical questions arise, the new p resi­ 
dent will be able to g et the counsel and adv ice 
of men who know the p olitical risks or adv an­ 
tag es that a p articular p olicy may inv olv e. He 
also has some men with a backg round of ex p e­ 
rience In g ov ernment under p receding adminis­ 
trations. 
All in all, the Nix on cabinet will be known a s 
• g roup of p ractical men. rather than theoreti­ 
cians, with a sensitiv eness to p o’itics but not 
necessarily Inclined to g iv e ov erriding consider­ 
ation to the warning s so often ex p ressed by 
members of an incumbent p olitical p arty when 
their own areas or interests are not fav ored. 
The idea that almost any body is willing to 
serv e in a cabinet is fallacious. Many of the 
successful men in business and the p rofessions 
are reluctant to sep arate themselv es from all 
p riv ate interests and sp end four y ears in g ov ­ 
ernment serv ice, frequently at a considerable 
financial loss. 
Sometimes, too, the inconv enience of mov ­ 
ing one’s home and family is a deterrent. So. on 
the whole, it is understandable why some oer- 
eons to whom cabinet p ositions are offered res- 
p ectifullv decline. 
AS GOVERNMENT GROWS, the cabinet will 
become more and more imp ortant. Efforts al­ 
ready are under way to make p lans for consoli­ 
dating v arious g ov ernment ag encies within cer­ 
tain ex ecutiv e dep artments. 
The national g ov ernment cannot be org anized 
or op erated like a p riv ate business. But much 
can be learned from the p ersons who hav e had 
ex p erience and hav e made a success in the 
business world. 
Mr. Nix on g av e p rime consideration to this 
p oint In selecting his cabinet. Race or relig ion 
or nationality had no p riority in his mind. 


Mao Fears

Communist China’s insistence on restarting 
the Warsaw meeting s with U.S. dip lomats may 
turn out to be as sig nificant In its own way 
is Russia’s inv asion of Czechoslov akia. 
No one this far » wav knows, of course, what 
Is g oing on in the minds of the men who rule 
Peking . But hav ing once known these men on 
a dav -UMlav basis for eig ht months hi the 
cav es of Yenan 24 v ears ag o. it is p ossible to 
come to some tentativ e conclusions as to their 
thinking . 
It is known that Mao’s p eop le are deep ly dis­ 
turbed ov er the p ossibilitv of an alliance J. 
deal between the United States and ^ 
Sov iet 
Union (as the Sov iet Union is disturbed ov er 
the p ossibilitv of an alliance between the 
United States and Communist China L 
Peking knows that Washing ton and Moscow 
teemed to work as a tearr. when Mao • troop s 
inv aded India. Peking knows, too. that Wash­ 
ing ton receiv ed some assurances frem Moscow 
In its attemp ts to g et the Paris talks g oing . 


PEKING NOTED THAT Washing ton talked 
but did not act when the Sov iet Union mov ed 
into Czechoslov akia. 
Mao’s men at Warsaw will want to ex p lore 
hew much of a working understanding is de­ 
v elop ing between Washing ton 
and 
Moscow. 
Thev will want to break ud any such America 
Sov iet arrang ements. Thev will p ossiblv want 
to dev elop some ag reements of their own with 
the United States. 
This last may sound imp robable in v iew ol 
U.S.-Red Chinese relations in the p ast dozen 
v ears. But it is not to be discounted. 
One basic Mao theory is nev er to let y our­ 
self become inv olv ed in a fig ht with two major 
op p onents at the same time. Make a deal with 
one to offset the other. 
At this p articu’ar moment in historv . the 
Sov iet Union is more of a threat to Red China’» 
ambitions than is the United States. 


RUSSIA IS COMMUNIST China’s nex t-door 
neig hbor. The United States is sev eral thou 
sand miles awav . 
Russia, in Czechoslov akia has shown that R 
will not hesitate to use its force massiv ely and 
recklessly to achiev e its ends. The United 
States in Vietnam has rfiown a determination 
to mov e cautiously . 
Russian air carries p olitical string s, as the 
Chinese hav e learned to their chag rin. But a 
relax ation of the U.S. stand v is-a-v is Peking 
could lead to op ening the doors for p rofitable 
deals between Red China and Western Europ e 
and Jap an that would beef up Communist Chi­ 
na’s foundering ag riculture and industry . 
It is imp ortant to remember that Mao is a 
p rag matist. If orthodox y interferes with what 
he wants, he will shift tactics to achiev e his 
ends.

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An Interview With th e New Dean of Political Columists 
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Art BaehwaM

WASHINGTON — Now that Arthur Krock 
is retired and Walter Lip p man is adv ising 
Richard Nix o*. we soug ht out the new dean 
of p olitical columnists, Art Buchwald. In a 
no-holds-barred 
interv iew, 
Mr. Buchwald ag reed to 
share his thoug hts with u: 
on what the future holds 
for this country and the 
world: 
Q:Mr. Buchwald, isn’t it 
odd that y ou hav e become 
the dean of p olitical col­ 
umnists at such an early 
ag e? 
A:Well, it’s not as odd 
as y ou mig ht think. Actually , Josep h Alsop 
was in line for the p osition but he ag reed to 
g iv e it to me in ex chang e for 35 cap tured en­ 
emy documents and my bubble g um collec­ 
tion of the Viet Cong . 
Q: What does the dean of p olitical column­ 
ists do? 
A: He acta as a friend, a confidant and a 
mentor. If someone calls Drew Pearson an 
SOB, Pearson will come to me and I’ll ex ­ 
p lain to him what the initials mean. If Ev an« 
isn’t talking to Nov ak, I’ll try to g et them 
to make up . If Josep h Kraft attacks the in­ 
tellectuals for ig noring the lower-middle- 
class American, I try to find a p lace for the 
intel'ectuals to answer the charg es. I, also 
rep resent the p olitical columnists at astrol­ 
og y conv entions. 
Q: Sp eaking of astrolog y , what do y ou be­ 
liev e the future holds for this country and 
the world in the nex t four y ears?? 
A: I would say this country is fraug ht. It’* 
too early to say how much fraug ht but I 
think we face a time of decision, an ex traor­ 
dinary p eriod of crisis and challeng e that 
can either benefit or destroy mankind. 
Q: That’s v ery p ercep tiv e. 
A: Arthur Schlesing er Jr. would hav t g iv ­ 
en his two front teeth to hav e said that. 
Q: What about the Nix on administration? 
How do y ou see the Cabinet? 


A: I think Mr. Nix on did a fine job of se­ 
lecting his Cabinet. There Isn’t one man ia 
his Cabinet I would be ashamed of taking to 
a country club — p rov iding they ’d let ME in. 
Q: What do y ou think Mr. Nix on’s first 
step should be as p resident? 
A: I think the first thing he should do is to 
learn the names of the members of his Cabi­ 
net. As y ou p robably saw on telev ision, he 
forg ot the name of his secretary of com­ 
merce. Now I know this isn’t a v ery imp or­ 
tant Cabinet p osition but I still think Mr. 
Nix on should remember the g uy ’s name. 
Q: What about the v ice p resident? 
A: I believ e Mr. Nix on when he say s Mr. 
Ag new is g oing to hav e more of a role in his 
administration than p rev ious v ice p residents. 
The President-elect has already announced 
that he was g oing tQ p ut Mr. Ag new in the 
office nex t to him. 
Now this could mean 
one of two thing s. Either Mr. Ag new is g oing 
to hav e a strong v oice in Nix on decisions — 
or he’s under White House arrest. 
Q: What about defense? 


A: I believ e that we should at all times 
hav e a weap on sup eriority ov er the Rus­ 
sians. 
At the moment the Sov iets hav e 
enoug h weap ons to kill ev ery oneone in the 
world fiv e times. We hav e enoug h weap ons 
to kili ev ery one in the world sev en times. 
Unless we are able to kill p eop le 10 times to 
the Sov iets’ fiv e, we’re not g oing to be able 
to deal witti them from a p osition of streng th. 
Q: Then 
y ou 
sdv ocats 
sp ending 
larg e 
sums of money for new weap ons? 
A: It’s our only chance. How else is How­ 
ard Hug hes g oing to meet his mortg ag e p ay ­ 
ments on Las Veg as? 
Q: What do y ou foresee as far as the ur­ 
ban crisis is concerned? 
A: I p redict there will be 2,6 78 task-force 
committees set up to study the urban p rob­ 
lems. 
Their rep orts will be written after 
84,875 subcommittees inv estig ate conditions 
in the cities. The work will be documented 
by funds from 6 5,9 78 tax -free foundations. 
Once all the rep orts are collated they will be 


turned ov er to a cong ressional committee 
whose chairman comes from a small South­ 
ern town with a p op ulation of 3,56 7 p eop le. 
He’ll reluctantly p romise to hold hearing s in 
19 75. 


Q: Then y ou don’t see Cong ress doing 
any thing about the cities? 
A: Only If y ou mov e the slums to the sub­ 
urbs. 


Q: There is a g reat deal of concern about 
anarchy in this country . How do y ou ex p lain 
it? 


A: I think our big mistake was when we 
urg ed ell Americans in this country to g et 
inv olv ed in what their g ov ernment was 
doing . This was a g rav e error and the only 
thing that will sav e us now is an immediate 
return to ap athy . No democracy can surv iv e 
unless y ou hav e an ap athetic society . 
Q: You don’t believ e p eop le should do 
their own thing ? 


A: Only in the p riv acy of their homes. 
Q: Mr. Buchwald, how do y ou think Wash­ 
ing ton will chang e under the Nix on adminis­ 
tration? 
A: I think it will be a noisier town. The 
Democrats will drink more—to forg et 
Q: What about dinners? 
A: I believ e there will be many dinners at 
the White House. After losing for eig ht 
y ears, the Nix ons owe a lot of p eop le. 
Q: Do y ou believ e that Washing ton could 
become a fun city under Nix on? 
A: Probably . But the President-elect made 
a big mistake during the camp aig n when he 
p ainted the nation’s cap ital as one of the 
crime centers of the world. He may hav e 
scared off a lot of y oung secretaries who 
wanted to come here to work under him. 
Q: Why do y ou think he did it? 
A: He wasn’t thinking . Ev ery one who liv es 
in Washing ton knows the p ower in this town 
Is controlled by secretaries. They do all the 
work and make all the decisions, while their 
bo sses are attending meeting s. Without see- 
retsries the g ov ernment could come to a 
thundering h alt 


Q: Who do y ou think is chiefly resp onsible 
for the hig h crime rate in Washing ton? 
A: J. Edg ar Hoov er. Ev ery six months he 
p ublishes the crime statistics and they al­ 
way s g o up . The hig her thay are, the more 
secure Hoov er’s job is. He talks about g ains 
in crime like most corp oration p residents 
talk about g ains in p roduction. 
Q: Then y ou don’t think J. Edg ar Hoov er 
should hav e been ap p ointed ag ain? 
A: On the contrary . He rep resents continu­ 
ity in our g ov ernment. No matter who is 
elected p resident, y ou alway s know that J. 
Edg ar Hoov er will be there. He’s our only 
link with the p ast. 
Q: Do y ou believ e that Mr. Nix on will be 
more difficult to write about than President 
Johnson? 
A: There is only one President Johnson 
and ev ery p olitical columnist in this country 
owes him a debt of g ratitude for « 11 the ma­ 
terial he has p rov ided us with in the last fiv e 
y ears. 
I would assume that for the first three 
months Mr. Nix on will be difficult to write 
about. But as he makes mistakes, our job 
will become easier and easier. Probably af­ 
ter Mr. Nix on’s first six months in office, the 
columns will write themselv es. 
Q: What will y ou hav e to watch out for 
when cov ering the Nix on administration? 
A: I think the most imp ortant thing 10 
watch out for is what Mr. Nix on say s. Dur­ 
ing the camp aig n, and ev en now, he sp eaks 
for about 10 minutes and then he say s, 
“ Now, I want to make this p erfectly clear.'* 
From that y ou g ather that what he has been 
say ing for 10 minutes has not been clear, 
and what is g oing to follow is not necessarily 
g oing to be clear either. 
He also keep s say ing , ” 1 want to be can­ 
did about this.” TTils has some of us worried, 
because we were hop ing that Mr. Nix on 
would be candid about ev ery thing , 
v e a credi! 
under President Nix on? 
Q: Could y ou conceiv e 
bility g ap 


A: It’s hardly likely . He has ap p ointed 
Herb Klein to co-ordinate all tha information 


g oing out about his administration. So his 
administration will be sp eaking with one 
v oice. 
Q: Do y ou think that’s credible? 
A: 1 
don’t know if it’s credible or not but it's 
g oing to be a lot of fun to see Mr. Klein’s 
jug g ling act. 
Q: What about Mr. Nix on’s sty le? 
A: We’re v ery conscious of sty le in this 
country . I hav e studied Mr. Nix on’s sp eaking 
sty le and one of the thing s I’v e p articularly 
noticed is that his hand g estures are out of 
sy nchronization with what he’s say ing . When 
he makes a p oint his arm is down, and when 
he’s in the middle of a sentence he shoots 
out. This is v ery disconcerting for the TV 
v iewer but I imag ine we’ll g et used to it. 
Q: The South Vietnamese are balking at 
the shap e of the table at the Paris p eace 
talks. What would y ou do, if y ou were Presi­ 
dent Nix on, to sp eed up the neg otiations? 
A: I’d tell Av erell Harriman to sit on the 
floor. 
Q: Do y ou think we could neg otiate that 
way ? 
A: We did it with the American Indians. 
Q: Mr. Buchwald, we’re coming to the 
end of our interv iew. Could y ou tell us what 
y ou believ e the role of the p olitical column­ 
ists in the United States should be? 
A:1he role of the p olitical columnist is to 
tell the p resident of the United States as well 
as all other p oliticians what they hav e done 
wrong , after they ’v e done it. He must p oint 
out the mistakes after they ’re made, remind­ 
ing his readers that he had warned of just 
such a thing hap p ening if the p erson fol­ 
lowed a certain course of action. 
Q: But what if the p resident was rig ht and 
the columnist was wrong ? 
A: Political communists p refer not to 
p oint that out. You see, no one ex p ects much 
from their leaders but the p ublic ex p ects 
their p olitical commentators to be infallible. 
It would do the country no g ood at all for 
p oliticians to question p olitical columnists on 
their mistakes.
